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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants continue to maintain the same 
argument filed July 24, 2006 that the "consisting essentially or of Blatz discourages one of ordinary skill in art to incorporate a large 
amount of filler into the composition of Blatz.. However, for the reasons adequately set forth from the final rejection of August 15, 2005, 
the rejection is maintained. Applicants also maintains the argument that there is not motivation to combine the references set forth 
because one of ordinary skill in art would not disregard the negative teachings expressed in Blatz. However, the examiner disagrees for 
the reasons adequately set forth from the final rejection of August 15, 2005. Regarding applicants' argument that Blatz was filed after 
Hedrick, and conclude that since it was not obvious to Blatz, it would not be considered obvious by others skill in the art, the examiner 
disagrees because applicants fail to recognize that both references would be available to the skill in art filed after Blatz and Hedrick. 
Applicants also argue that the "unexpected results" presented are not "expected" because the addition of mineral to nylon 6 and nylon 6,6 
provide an increase in strength and a significant decrease in impact.. However, applicants must recognize that the "unexpected results" 
are based on nylon 6,6, not based on the thermoplastic polyamide composition (which is a polyblend) as claimed or as disclosed in 
Blatz. In view of the reasons set forth above, the rejection of claims 1-21 is maintained.
